This  fall  was  a  fresh  start  for  every- 
one. Drury  Students  piled  into  the 
halls,  ready  to  face  the  expected 
changes  that  were  awaiting  them. 
Carefree  days  of  summer  laziness  were 
pushed  aside,  and  the  focus  was  turned 
to  those  carefully  chosen  "first  day" 
outfits  and  locker  combinations.  The 
students  who  were  undoubtedly  feeling 
the  most  anxiety  and  first  day  jitters 
were  the  freshmen.

Constructs  a  Human  Pyramid 


Stacking  Up  Their 
Knowledge 


The  advanced  Environmental  Science 
Class  made  a  human  pyramid.  The 
pyramid  is  constructed  to  help  the  students 
understand  the  topic  of  diversity.  Diversity 
is  the  number  of  specie  found  in  a  given 
area.  The  pyramid  is  made  up  of  producers, 
which  are  plants,  primary  consumers, 
which  are  herbivores,  and  secondary  and 
higher  order  consumers,  which  are  omni- 
vores. 

Producers,  who  are  the  base  of  the  pyra- 
mid, transform  light  energy  into  chemical 
energy  and  some  into  heat  energy  by  photo- 
synthesis. The  producers  also  have  an 
important  job  of  stabilizing  the  other  two 
sections  of  the  pyramid.  Two  human  exam- 
ples of  producers,  Sarah  Labonte  a  cherry 
tree,  and  Kayla  Perras  an  apple  tree,  state 
"It  was  great  having  knees  in  my  back"  and 
"I  felt  proud  being  producer  because  every- 
one depended  on  me."

The  second  level  of  the  pyramid,  the  pri- 
mary consumer,  depends  on  the  producers 
for  their  energy.  Two  Human  examples  of 
the  consumers  Maris  Owczarski,  a  squirrel, 
and  Collin  Boucher,  a  cow,  stated  "I  felt 
secure  because  Woody  and  Tim  were  sturdy 
producers  who  supported  me  well"  and  "I 
was  a  primary  consumer  and  everybody 
under  and  over  me  was  screaming  afraid 
that  the  people  under  and  over  them  would 
not  fulfill  their  responsibility." 

The  third  and  final  level  in  this  pyramid, 
the  secondary  consumer  depends  on  the  pri- 
mary consumers  and  producers  for  their 
energy  and  support. 

The  class  did  an  experiment  pertaining  to 
this  study  by  removing  a  student,  Emily 
Morris,  from  the  producer  level.  The  result 
of  this  is  the  collapse  of  the  pyramid.  This 
shows  that  if  one  didn't  have  the  other  to 
depend  on,  then  nobody  could  exist.

Maroni  warned  her  team  it  had  to 

be  mentally  prepared  and  focused  to  beat 

Mount  Everett  yesterday. 

Little  did  she  know  just  how  much. 

Drury  earned  the  right  to  celebrate  its 
Southern  Division  title  twice  yesterday 
—  playing  through  the  rain,  playing  in  the 
mud,  playing  on  two  different  fields  and, 
by  the  end,  with  just  one  umpire,  to  down 
the  Spartans  17-5. 

"It's  a  heck  of  a  way  to  have  a  last 
home  game;  two  fields,  downpour;  free 
hot  dogs  in  the  middle  of  the  game,"  said 
Hillary  Peirce,  "But  this  is  awesome  — 
freshman  year  we  didn't  even  think  about 
trying  to  go  for  the  Southern  Division." 

Peirce  led  Drury 's  12-hit  attack,  going 
2  for  3  with  three  RBI,  three  runs  scored 
and  a  home  run.  She  was  one  of  four 
Drury  hitters  with  two  hits. 

"We  didn't  want  to  go  down  to  Lee 
with  all  that  pressure,"  said  Maroni.,  "For 
us,  for  whatever  reason,  Lee  is  tough.  We 
wanted  to  wrap  it  up  today,  I  told  them 
yesterday,  wanting  to  win  the  Sough  is 
not  enough.  Everett  wants  us  to  lose,  Lee 
want  us  to  lose,  you  have  to  want  more 
than  they  want.  You  have  to  be  mentally 
tough  and  realize  your  own  goals.  They 
did  that  today."

Although  not  on  their  own  turf,  the 
Drury  High  School  graduating 
class  of  2001  made  themselves  at 
home  last  night  in  the  Amsler  Campus 
Center  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Liberal  Arts. 

Cameras  flashed  throughout  the 
room  as  114  seniors  slowly  made  the 
walk  to  the  front  of  the  gym,  their  par- 
ents searching  the  blue  and  white  clad 
graduates  for  the  face  of  their  son  or 
daughter. 

All  were  welcomed  by  Senior  Class 
President  Edward  Buckley. 

"Truly  no  words  can  describe  what 
we  feel  here  tonight,"  Buckley  said. 
"In  our  short  yet  meaningful  lives,  the 
past  four  years  have  held  our  most  dis- 
appointing defeats  and  our  most  mean- 
ingful triumphs.  Our  years  together 
have  difined  us  and  they  will  continue 
to  shape  us  for  the  rest  of  our  lives." 

Quoting  Mark  Twain,  Buckley  com- 
mented on  how  20  years  from  now,  the 
seniors  will  be  most  disappointed  by 
the  things  they  didn't  do  than  the 
things  they  did. 

"The  future  will  be  our  canvas,  and 
it  is  for  each  and  every  one  of  us  to 
take  from  the  palette,  known  as  the 
lessons  learned,  and  make  that  canvas 
into  a  masterpiece,"  Buckley  said.  "It 
will  be  through  the  bonds  that  we  share 
together  that  this  will  be  possible." 

Comparing  the  class  to  a  meteor 
shower  in  the  sense  that  no  person  is 
here  on  earth  very  long,  but  during  that 
brief  time  each  can  make  an  impres- 
sion on  those  who  see  them,  Buckley 
told  the  graduates  it  was  now  their  turn 
to  bring  their  lights  to  the  world. 

The  renovation  work  that  has  gone 
on  over  the  past  year  at  the  high 
school,  and  that  made  the  MCLA  loca- 
tion for  last  night's  ceremony  neces- 
sary, did  not  go  unnoticed  as  both 
Salutatorian  Kristin  Cummings  and 
Valedictorian  Kelly  Grogan  made  ref- 
erences to  the  construction. 

Cummings  took  the  graduates  and 
the  audience  on  a  brief  but  humorous 
journey  down  Memory  Lane  as  she 
recalled  moments  from  each  of  the  four 


years  the  students  had  spend  at  Drury. 

"Going  to  a  school  built  between  a 
landfill  and  a  cemetery  with  a  green 
carpet  and  no  walls  was  unique  within 
itself,"  Cummings  said,  "But  once  we 
walk  through  the  doors,  those  experi- 
ences multiplied." 

As  each  year  was  remembered, 
Cummings  brought  smiles,  laughter 
and  applause.  Fom  Mr.  Loftus'  "field 
investigations"  to  witnessing  their  first 
senior  prank  during  their  freshman 
year,  the  MCAS  experience  and  the 
bomb  scare  of  their  sophomore  year, 
Cummings  recounted  some  highlights. 

Cummings  said  she  doesn't  know 
how  they  survived  their  junior  year, 
especially  after  Colby  Danforth  pulled 
the  emergency  shower  in  Chemistry 
Lab,  and  remembered  the  "infamous 
New  Years  party  that  got  busted  at  10 
o'clock." 

She  said  the  senior  year  was  one  full 
of  changes,  that  none  of  them  quite 
expected. 

"Who  knew  as  freshmen  that  by 
senior  year,  we'd  have  to  leave  our 
beloved  A  corridor,  be  forced  to  switch 
parking  lots,  making  us  even  later  to 
first  period,  be  crammed  into  Lower  B 
where  our  teachers  were  competing 
with  jackhammers  for  our  attention, 
and  visiting  the  guidance  department 
meant  running  outside  in  the  cold  to 
their  trailer,  which  happened  to  be  the 
warmest  place  in  school,"  Cummings 
said.  "And  who  could  forget  the  fire 
drills  that  — -  oh,  wait  —  that  was  just  a 
test." 

Cummings  also  touched  upon  the 
year's  most  memorable  sporting 
events,  commenting  that  no  school  has 
Drury's  spirit.  "How  many  other 
schools  can  you  go  to  where  students 
paint  their  entire  body  like  their  mas- 
cot?" 

Grogan  performed  some  "magic 
tricks"  as  she  had  first  the  parents,  and 
then  the  teachers  stand  to  applause  in 
appreciation  for  the  parts  they  played 
in  the  graduates'  lives. 

"Our  parents  were  our  very  first 
teachers  and  our  most  important  role 


model,"  Grogan  said.  Of  the  teachers, 
she  said,  "They  shape  our  minds  and 
provide  us  with  the  knowledge  we  will 
need  to  succeed  in  life. 

"The  Class  of  2001  is  made  up  of 
some  of  the  most  impressive  students 
in  Drury's  history,"  Grogan  said,  "We 
have  outstanding  musicians,  athletes, 
actors,  artists,  community  service  vol- 
unteers, intellectuals  and  friends  in  this 
class.  Furthermore,  we  have  been 
faced  with  many  challenging  situations 
like  no  walls,  green  carpet,  renovations 
...  and  a  variety  of  other  obstacles,  and 
we  have  still  persevered." 

In  conclusion,  Grogan  offered  the 
seniors  a  few  "magical"  words  to  help 
them  along  their  future  journeys  — 
dream,  faith,  confidence  and  determi- 
nation. 

Prior  to  the  presentation  of  the 
diplomas  by  Mayor  John  Barrett  III,  as 
he  looked  at  the  class,  Interim 
Principal  John  E.  Solari  said  he  saw  the 
faces  of  the  future.  He  urged  the  grad- 
uates to  meet  their  future  responsibili- 
ties and  to  take  what  they  have  learned 
over  the  past  12  years  and  to  use  it 
wisely. 

"Use  it  to  lead  the  community  and 
the  world.  Use  it  to  meet  the  challenges 
ahead,"  Solari  said.  "As  you  say 
farewell  to  Drury,  you  say  hello  to  your 
future.  Grab  hold  of  the  future,  and  use 
what  you  have  learned  to  build  it  into 
a  bright,  stellar  tomorrow."
